SB 612 
Public Records/Department of Health/Controlled Substances 

by Senator Aronberg 
 

Provides an exemption from public records requirements for 
personal identifying information of a patient, a 
practitioner, or a pharmacist contained in the records 
provided to the Department of Health (DOH), or any person or 
agency authorized by the DOH, pursuant to the electronic 
system for monitoring the dispensing of certain controlled 

substances. Provides for future legislative review and 
repeal under the Open Government Sunset Review Act.  (See
